1 of the world in a ewinckling of an eye: 
it Was onely a ſhe ; but our Saviour could not abide 3 
ſieweof ſinne; it was but in the twinekling of an eye 
but out Saviour could not abide one glimpſe ofſinne 3; it 
was (I ſay ) but a moment of timeʒ but our Saviour could
